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A  Message  from  the  President 
to  the  Class  of  1969

council,  a  new  judicial  board,  an  expanded  athletic  program,  a 
revision  of  student  regulations,  and  the  introduction  of  new 
academic  majors. 

Salisbury  State  College  consists  to  a  minor  extent  of  its 
buildings  and  facilities  but  in  a  larger  way  of  its  faculty,  its 
students,  and  its  alumni.  Your  graduation  and  departure  from 
the  campus  does  not  break  the  tie  that  binds  you  to  this 
college.  As  an  alumnus,  your  interest  in  and  support  of
